London, July 13—The Shanghai cor- 


respondent of the Daily Mail says the 
following story regarding the position of 
Peking emanates from Chinese official 
sources: 


"The two remaining legations, the 


British and Russian were attacked in 
force on the evening of July '6, Prince 
Tuan being in command. The attackers 
were divided. Prince Tuan commanded 
the center, the ripht wing was led by 
Prince Tsai Yin and the left by Prince 
Yin Lin. The reserves were under 
Prinze Tsin Yu.

CHIJvESE USING GERMAN GUNS 


Over 400.000 Stacks of Arms Gone Into 


Celestial Empire 


Washington, D. O. July 13—Over 


400,000 stacks of arms of German man- 
ufacture have been sent to China during 
the present year, 


Information to this effect has been 


received by the authorities here through 
Various channels of a secret service nat- 
ure. 
Captain Mallpry, who was sent as 


the military attache to the American le- 
gation at Peking, with station at Hong 
Kong, is probably the principal source, 
though this will not be admitted by the 
War department authorities. 


When the news was first received' of 


these extensive shipments it was sup- 
posed the arms were intended for'the 
Filipinos, and General Mac Arthur 
re- 


commended that a number of officers be 
sent, to China to cot off, if .possible; this 
source o! war supplies for the natives. 
Captain Mallory was the first officer SQ-. 
lected for this duty. 


Whether the 400,000 German rifles 


ha»e found their way into the hands of 
.the Chinese now engaged in the upris- 
ing is not deBnitely known- The arms 
were shipped to merchants in Hong 
Kong and various other points in China 
and it is presumed that they disposed of 
them where.they could find a market. 


CAN'l- DISCHEPIT ALE THE REPORTS 
It Is Believed That the Worst Han Hap- 


pened at Peking- 


London, July'i'3.—It is now appar- 


ently realized in Shanghai, as it cer- 
tainly is here, that no authentic news 
has 'been received from Pekin since 
June 24. All the re-ports issued since 
then through Chinese officials are re- 
garded as discredited. T.he sensational 
newspapers here continue to 
print 


Shanghai gossip, but all of it is un- 
convincing, and it is frequently con- 
tradictory. The actual position "at 
Tien-Tsin cannot ibe ascertained, and 
it' is not known whether the expected 
re-enforcements have arrived 
there. 


A correspondent at Tien-Tsin, dating 
his dispatch July 6, quotes a British 
officer of superior rank as -describing 
the situation then existing as chaos, 
and adding: "We have wasted a week 
in politeness. 
It is time now that we 


did something.". 
The correspondent 


declares that the Americans are par- 
ticularly dissatisfied becav.de they ara 
represented by a very small force, al- 
though their interests are second to 
none, and he quotes an experienced 
•American officer as saying: "They can- 
not realize at home that there has been 
more real fighting than in Cuba or the 
Philippines." 


Hong-Kong, July 13.—Quietness con- 


tinues along the West river. Mission- 
aries are arriving at Fu Chow from all 
parts. «When some of the missionaries 
left Te-King the Chinese were openly 
discussing placing a price on the heads 
of the Christians. 


Kiissiaj.s AYcro All Slaughtered. 


St. Petersburg, July 10 (via Paris, 


July 11).—The Russian legation at Pe- 
king, which is now believed to have 
been massacred, consisted of fourteen 
members. The mob pillaged the lega- 
tion and. burned the official archives. 
They also destroyed the Greek church 
attached to the legation and stole a 
large sum of money they found in the 
legation building. The Cossack guards 
were all slaughtered.

SERIOUS REVERSE 


TO BRITISH ARMS 


LOSE A GARRISON OF 200 MEN 


WITH TWO BIG GUNS. 


General Botha Captures Fortified Post 


Eighteen Miles from Pretoria —Fate 
of Four Hundred More in Doubt— 
Casualties May be Heavy—London 
is Shocked Again. 
Pretoria, July 13—[Special Cable- 


gram]—Thirty survivors of Nitral's 
Nek disaster of Wednesday, in. which 
many of the Scots Grays were captured, 
straggled into Pretoria this morning and 
report the British losses very heavy, 
Re-inforcementa 
from .Pretoria have 


stopped the Boer advance. Mahon has 
captured the Boer position near Kiel foe- 
teir, with small losses. 


London, July 13—Another serious 


reverse to British arms near Pretoria 
again revives the interest in the Boer 
war, which for the last fortnight has 
been in large measures forgotten on 
account of the anxiety over the Chinese 
situation. 


The fortified point at NHr&l's Nek, 


where the Rustenberg railway passes 
through the Magallesberg range, was 
surrounded and attacked by General 
Louis Botha on July 11, and the squa- 
dron of the Scots Greys, two guns of 
the horso artillery, and ninety infant'y- 
men were captured. 


Casualties Werd Heavy. 


In addition to these (here were about 


400 infantry holding the post, of whose 
fate nothing is known. The casualties, 
it is feared by Lord Roberts, will be

At Derdeport and Krugersdorp there 


have been fighting in which the British 
were successful, but the Nitral's Nek 
affair suggests the'possibility that Presi- 
dent Kruger is trying to make good his 
premise to recapture Pretoria' which 
probably means another general upris- 
ing throughout the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State. It is feared that 
Rutenberg, which is hefd by a small 
isolated force, will be the next to be 
captured.

U Hung Chang, the most powerful 


statesman in China and one of the 
most important -men in the -world to- 
day, has expressed his views on the 
present Chinese crisis for the New 
lYork Sunday Journal. 
One thing he 


makes clear Is that the Chinese will 
flght hard against the partition of their 
country by foreigners. The represent- 
ative to whom Li Hung Chang gave his 
Ideas was M. Eugene Wolff, the well 
known 
explorer. 
He was passing 


through Canton with a well known 
French physician whom Li asked to 
examine his sick grandchild. 


M. "Wolff found I>i Hung Chang liv- 


ing in a small wooden house situated 
In one of the least fashionable quarters 
of Canton. 
At the entrance a door- 


' teeper was sleeping behind n green 


.wooden screen such as we see in ordi- 
nary American barrooms. A porcelain 
.vase filled with high grass stood at 
•each side of the mean portals. High 
.grass keeps evil spirits nway from the 
house. 


A courtyard paved with red bricks 


and about 25 feet in length by 12 broad 
.led to the reception room. This, too, 
proved to be a very ordinary apart- 
ment. Instead of paintings there were 
three untrained paper pictures' hanging 
on the wall. On the mantel or what 
served for one was a perfume lamp be- 
tween two thin candlesticks. The fur- 
niture, a round table, four chairs, three 
easy chairs and a small sofa, also two 
footstools, were old and partly covered

stonaries, no proselyte makers of any 
kind. We are not proud, but we are 
too smart to prescribe to anybody the 
fashion in which he should pray to 
God.

Here is one ex-ample of 
manj-: By the peace of Frankfort the 
republic of France ceded Alsace-Loc- 
ralne to Germany. If she were strong 
enough today to reconquer these prov- 
inces, would she respect her contract? 
It's the same thing with the provinces 
which Europe took away from us. 
There is only one redeeming thing 
about it; the envy with which the powi, 
ers regard each other saves us from be^ 
Ing victimized to a greater extent, for 
you hate each other more than we hate 
you.

"Yoti criticise our sullen attitude. Do 


you expect us to make love to you be- 
cause you robbed us? Ah, we know 
your programme well enough. 
The

"The powers regard China as a pie

much from yours as heaven and earth.

"Because we are essentially a family

"We have troubles of our own. We 


have an ample sufficiency of them and 
don't want any social question in Chi- 
na. Can you blame us for that? In 
the countries of the great powers, and 
the small powers, too, tho social ques- 
.tion is the nucleus of the most far- 
reaching troubles that confront the 
governing classes. 
In all the Euro- 


pean empires the social question pre- 
dominates. 
I ask you, can you hon- 


estly advise us to burden ourselves 
•with such an octopus simply because 
it is the fashion? 


"You complain that we are averse to 


foreign influences, but forget that at 
the very beginning of our intercourse 
with civilization 20,000 Chinese settlers 
were murdered on the island of Luzon 
in one week. The Spaniards did that, 
and I assure you this massacre encour- 
aged us in no way to open our doors to 
you 'eivilizers.'

gard us as 'savages' anyhow? You 
throw up to us the murder of white 
'men within our borders.

unknown in Europe and America? You 
speak of the persecution of Christians. 
Well, let us assume that a couple of 
hundred of our Buddhists went to

DESECRATION OF GRAVES. 


Peculiar Sanctity of Burial Flnce* 


Deacribed t»y "Ww Ting? KanK. 


A proposal was put forward to dese- 


crate Chinese graves on a large scale 
by way of exacting vengeance owing 
to the peculiar sanctity attached by the 
Chinese to their burial places. How 
strong is this feeling is expressed by 
the Chinese minister at Washington, 
Ww.Tjug Fang, In an article contribut- 
e'd by him for a recent number of Col- 
lier's Weekly. He writes: 


"The_j:hoice of a burying ground is 


considered~a matter of great impor- 
tance in China. A class of people who 
have great influence there arc the 'geo 
maucers,' whose function it is to de- 
cide whether a place is lucky for a 
burying ground or for bui'-iing a house. 


"Rich people spend a great deal of 


time and money in going about select- 
ing burial places for tlicir dead. Some- 
times they spend years in their search. 
When a lucky place is found, the geo- 
mancer may say, 'If you bury your fa- 
ther here, you will bo rich yourself be- 
fore you die.' It is commonly believed 
that any good luck in the life of a per- 
son comes as a reward for burying his 
parents or grandparents in the right 
spot. 


"It sometimes happens that the par- 


ents dieltefore the lucky spot is found, 
and in that case a little house is hastily 
constructed and the body given a tem- 
porary resting place there. No greater 
crime is known in China than that of 
desecrating 
a 
graveyard. 
Because 


graves are found everywhere in China 
the first railroad built there had to fol- 
low a very circuitous route In order to 
avoid them. • It is better iwhen people 
are poor for railroads to pay them to 
move, their graves. If the people are 
rich and money Is no consideration, it 
is wiser to1 change the route of a rail- 
road than to fov.se the wrath of the 
people. 


"The graves of the dead are carefully 


tended by. the living. 
Every year at 


about Easter time men of all classes 
over the" empire ask leave to go and 
visit thoir graves. 
They take with 


them votive candles and firecrackers, 
meat and wine. 
A libation of wine is 


poured on the- rrrouiul. and tho spirit of 
the doail rests satisfied."

Suddenly the truck gave way, the tank 
dropped and then there was a terrible 


' .explosion. Men dropped on all sides, 


even those over 500.feet away. There 
were groans of agony and pain. Per- 
sons who were standing on the freight 
cars in the vicinity wore bowled over 
like tenpins. A stream of burning oil 
was blown up the tracks, and it Ignited 
everything in its -path. Then 
came 


calls for ambulances, .and the -wounded 
many of them horribly so, were taken 
to drug stores and hospitals. It was 
an awful sight for a while and the 
.worst of the affair was the conviction 
that nearly a dozen lives had been lost 
and that the bodies were, under the 
burning cars..

The force of the heat from the explo- 
sion blistered cars 500 yards away. The 
explosion lit up the entire heavens for 
a moment and the reflection could be 
seen for miles. 


Awful Effects ot tlio Bursting. 


The aftermath v/as terrible. 
Groans 


arose on all sides. 
The clothes 
of 


many boys and men had almost been 
torn off them by the force of the con- 
cussion. The blazing oil poured up the 
tracks and attacked all of the other 
cars, which were loaded, and the spec- 
tators were driven from the scene in 
confusion and in all directions. One 
man got so excited that .he stabbed an- 
other, John Leach, in the back. The 
latter was treated, as was fifteen oth- 
ers, at a near-by drug store. In the 
meantime ambulances were called from 
Somerville and Boston hospitals and 
from the police stations. They poured 
in from all directions. Thirteen of the 
injured were -taken to the Somerville 
hospital, while a score of others limped 
and struggled to their homes in the vi- 
cinity.
